GENERAL CONFERENCE.

Sunpay, April 8. 
MORNING SESSION. 
The choir and congregation sang: 
The Spirit of God like a fire is burning! 
The latter-day glory begins to come forth. 
Prayer by Elder John Nicholson. 
Singing by the choir: 
Earth, with her ten thousand flowers, 
Air, with all its beams and showers. 
PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF 
addressed the Conference. After he had made a few preliminary remarks 
upon the necessity of the servants of God being influenced by the power 
of His Spirit in their ministrations, he announced that President George 
Q. Cannon would read from the 128th section of the Book of Doctrine and 
Covenants. This revelation treats upon the power of the Priesthood to 
bind on earth and it is bound in heaven; also of the means of salvation 
or redemption of the living and the dead. After the reading President 
Woodruff resumed his remarks and delivered an important and instruc- 
tive discourse, throwing additional light upon the process, under the law 
of adoption, by which the children and the fathers are to be united and 
bound together by indissoluble ties. The method of procedure for the 
accomplishment of this great purpose had been manifested by the Lord 
to the President and his counselors in the First Presidency, and also the 
Twelve Apostles had received a witness on the same subject. The presi- 
dents of the Temples and their associates were to be henceforward 
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governed by the principles of adoption enunciated by President Woodruff 
in their labors in that department. The subject is too important to admit 
of the presentation of a mere synopsis of the discourse in which it was 
embodied. 
PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON 

followed on the same theme, and showed the beauty, power and efficacy 
of the Gospel, by which, through the authority of the Priesthood, all the 
endearing relations of life were made eternal, because they were by that 
means cemented under the law and the direction of the Almighty. 

The choir sang the anthem: 

Daughter of Zion. 

President Cannon here stated that it had been deemed proper to dis- 
continue from this time forward the administration of the sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper at the regular services held in the Tabernacle on the 
Sabbath day. He cited the 18th chapter of third Nephi, Book of Mormon, 
which embodies reasons for the taking of this step. In future this ordi- 
nance would be administered under the direction of the bishops of the 
wards, in their Sunday meetings, where they could carry out the require- 
ment which forbids that the unworthy shall partake of the sacred emblems.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The choir sang the anthem: 
Let all Israel sing. 
Prayer by Elder William W. Cluff. 
The choir sang the anthem beginning: 
O, my Father, Thou that dwellest 
In the high and glorious place. 
PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON : 
took up the thread of the remarks made by him at the morning session 
and further elaborated the subject of the organizing and binding char- 
acter of the Gospel, by the power and efficacy of which the whole human 
family would be placed in perfect order clear up to Father Adam. In this 
great scheme of redemption no individual, no matter how insignificant 
he or she might appear to be, would be overlooked. Only those who com- 
mitted the unpardonable sin would be omitted from the benefits of the 
divine plan. This great labor devolved upon the Church of Christ, with 
whose Priesthood there would always be sufficient light from the Lord to 
conduct it. 

The speaker then treated upon the subject of secret organizations, and 
showed with great clearness that the Church possessed all the organiza- 
tion, power and principles to correct every evil existing in society and 
was destined to accomplish this mighty reformatory triumph. It was 
unnecessary for any person claiming to be a Latter-day Saint to seek re- 
lief elsewhere. President Cannon also spoke of the system (the United 
Order) concerning which God had already given revelation, and which 
would some time, when conditions were propitious, be established, and 
all the children in mortality would finally enjoy its beneficent effects. 
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PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF 
made a few closing remarks relating to the importance of the subject 
treated in his morning discourse—the binding of the children and the 
fathers together back through the generations according to,lineal descent. 
The choir sang the anthem: 
Hosanna.

AN OVERFLOW MEETING 
was held in the Assembly Hall, commencing at2 p.m. Apostle Franklin 
D. Richards presided. 
The services were commenced by singing the hymn: 
We thank thee, O God, for a prophet, 
To guide us in these latter days. 
Prayer was offered by Elder Lyman Martineau, and the congregation 
sang the hymn beginning: 
Come, come ye saints, no toil nor labor fear, 
But with joy wend your way. 
ELDER HEBER J. GRANT 
was the first speaker. He was very pleased, he said, to meet with the 
Saints, and rejoiced in the fact that the Tabernacle was full to overflow- 
ing; that so large an attendance was present and that there were as 
many people outside as would fill over again the building in which they 
had met. He rejoiced to see so great a manifestation on the part of the 
Saints of the spirit that brought them together to hear the Gospel, and 
hoped that they would be strengthened and built up in their most holy 
faith. The sooner the people awoke to the truth of the fact that it is in 
proportion to their faithfulness that the Lord will pour out His blessings 
upon them, the greater would be their progress. He rejoiced exceedingly 
to have had the privilege of listening to the remarks made in the forenoon 
by Presidents Woodruff and Cannon, for the doubts that had hitherto 
been in the minds of the Saints concerning the ordinance of sealing and 
the principle of adoption had been cleared away. The speaker urged the 
necessity of a general work of purification among the Saints, and asserted 
that there was o0 question but that sacrifice brought forth the blessings 
of Heaven. The Gospel of Jesus Christ was so broad and magnificent in its 
proportions that there was sufficient for all to do, and there was no necessity 
to infringe on the prerogatives of others. If the commandments of God 
were kept, the Gospel was the power of life and salvation unto all who be- 
lieved. Not only would it secure exaltation in the eternal world but it would 
promote prosperity in material things in the present life. He thought 
that some of the Saints had been too narrow and contracted in their 
opinion of the plan of life and salvation, and was glad to hear the servants 
of God say that, though it was written that but few in this probation walk 
the narrow path that leads to eternal life, in the spirit world the great 
majority of souls would accept the Gospel and be redeemed through the 
vicarous work of the Saints on earth. Reflection on the boundlessness 
and magnificence of the plan of redemption was fraught with thoughts 
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of the great love and mercy of the Heavenly Father; and in further 
elucidation of the Gospel of Christ the speaker read the 76th section of 
the Doctrine and Covenants, from which he said he derived more joy and 
pleasure than all besides. In conclusion he hoped that as the Saints grew 
in years they would also continue to grow in grace and in the knowledge 
of the truth, which he asked in the name of Jesus Christ. 
ELDER A. H. CANNON 

knew of no doctrine or principle, he said, that gave him more joy and 
pleasure than that which he had heard that morning. It was one of the 
advanced doctrines of the Gospel. It opened up to view the great depth 
and breadth of the plan of salvation more than had been hitherto ac- 
cepted, and answered many questions that had come up in the minds of 
the Saints for many years. As soon as the first principles of the Gospel 
had been preached to the nations of the earth, the people had naturally 
concerned themselves as to the condition of their ancestors; for if faith, 
repentance and baptism were essential to salvation now, they had always 
been so and always would be. Hence, when the Gospel came to them and 
they were told of the plan of the redemption of the dead, it filled them 
with great joy and satisfaction. It was a pleasure to know that before 
the bar of God no man would be judged without having had an oppor- 
tunity of accepting or rejecting the Gospel, and that it would be preached 
to them in the spirit world. The family organization existing on the 
earth was symbolical of that which will exist throughout eternity, and 
through the medium of the plan of salvation all would be united in the 
world to come. The speaker treated upon the principle of sealing hus- 
bands and wives and stated that though in years gone by there were but 
few instances where wives had been sealed to husbands who had died 
without the faith, yet good men withal, the opportunities now were 
greater because of increased knowledge having been received. To think 
that the family organization is to extend back, link by link, to the very 
beginning; that those who are dead would not be robbed of their children 
whose progress, integrity and faithfulness their hearts are yearning for, 
and who by such would yet stand at the head of their kindred as saviors 
upon Mount Zion, was replete with comfort and joy. But those who at 
that day do not stand as saviors upon Mount Zion will not receive the 
highest glory in the Kingdom of God. There are none so feeble now who 
can not perform some work, and though they have but few kindred that 
they know, they can perform the work for others and obtain a blessing. 
To those who are faithful and anxious to do this, God will reveal to them 
the names and lineage of their kindred as He has done to many in the 
temples before. The Lord does not wait till the millennial day for such 
work to be done. Link by link it must be completed now and hencefor- 
ward, and during the millennial reign the chain of ancestry will be re- 
vealed back to the beginning of the race. This is a principle new to this 
people, but old as eternity, and the increased light shed upon it by the 
servants of God had come in fulfillment of a desire on the part of the 
people. They had longed for this with which to satisfy their souls. They 
had gone as far as they could and it was necessary for God to reveal His 
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mind and will. This shows that God must needs be sought, that He de- 
sires His people to draw near to Him. “Coming events cast their shadows 
before,” and in like manner the necessity for further light had fore- 
shadowed itself through the general anxiety in the hearts of the people, 
and was known to God. If the people are discontented and feel that the 
Lord has withdrawn His face from them, the way to overcome the diffi- 
culty is to draw near to Him that the soul may be satisfied. The speaker 
rejoiced that God had filled the hearts of the Saints with love and charity 
to all mankind, both living and dead; for God Himself was full of mercy 
and was loving and kind. He was not one to condemn by outward ap- 
pearances nor to condemn to all eternity any who sinned against Him, 
unless they placed themselves beyond the pale of pardon. Though their 
sins were as scarlet they might be made as white as wool if they would 
but repent. 
ELDER MOSES THATCHER 

was the next speaker. He had not sufficiently recovered his strength of 
body, he said, to be able to speak with perfect ease to so large an audience, 
and he desired the aid of their faith and prayers and careful attention. 
He had not the good fortune to be present with his brethren during the 
discussions they may have had in connection with the subject just men- 
tioned, but this much he would say: The Almighty, in order to turn aside 
a curse that should come upon the world, ordained or fore-ordained that 
one of His servants should come and turn the hearts of the children to 
the fathers and the hearts of the fathers to the children, and how this 
could be brought about more fully than by the plan outlined by the 
brethren in the Tabernacle during the morning services could not be con- 
ceived. He was glad to have had none of other kindred sealed to any of 
his family nor any of his family to others, for a doubt had always remained 
with him as to the accuracy of such a proceeding. But the principle as 
now revealed, and which has turned away the curse that must have come 
upon the world, was such that all should fully appreciate it. 

In a recent visit to California there was one thing, the speaker said, that 
had been deeply impressed upon his mind, and it was this: Thirty-eight 
years ago the Elders of the Church had been sent out to buy a tract of 
land which was known as the San Bernardino ranch. It was purchased 
and payments made upon it. The best location was selected upon which 
to build a city—that upon which the town of San Bernardino now stands. 
Not far away is the city of Riverside, a perfect Garden of Eden in many 
respects, where there is everything to gladden the heart of man. Every- 
where around a picture of surpassing loveliness enchants the eye, and 
beauty reigns in a wealth of tree and flower. San Bernardino had a 
quarter of a century the start of Riverside and thirty years of Redlands, 
but what is its condition to-day? It is almost a picture of desolation; 
fences are down, weeds and decaying vegetation cover the ground, and 
insects blight the growth of tree and shrub. All around the alkali glis- 
tens in the sun as if the land were sown with salt. Has a blight fallen 
upon San Bernardino, because it has also fallen upon her people? Shall 

he inhabitants of this glorious mountain valley permit that same spirit 
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of inertia to fall upon them? Shall they cease to beautify their homes, 
trim their lawns, and plant trees and flowers to gladden the hearts of 
wives and children? The speaker made a comparison between the con- 
dition of this city and Riverside, and urged that the spirit of sloth and 
carelessness be abandoned. He hoped that by next October the many 
thousands of acres of untilled land would be made to produce something 
more than weeds. 

The evils of ambition were then taken up. The priests of India, Elder 
Thatcher said, held that all disease was the result of unsatisfied ambition, 
and that man being the highest creation of God, his mind should have 
control over all matter. The latter part of the proposition is a true 
doctrine, and it isa part of Mormonism. These priests also hold that to 
do this there must be concentration of thought; it was necessary in its 
application, such as in healing the sick and such like. 

“When I hear the word ‘great’ mentioned in reference to the servants 
of God,” said the speaker, “it makes one shudder. I think of Alexander, 
Napoleon, Grant and Lee and others. History has been so written that 
these men have been marked out as great; but in the life of Jesus Christ 
every word and act breathes of love and power. One word from Him 
would have called down the hosts of Heaven, but it was not to be. His 
whole life was one of sacrifice. It is, therefore, goodness we want, not 
greatness, the crucifying of ambition. The very foundation on which we 
rest is the principle of vicarious sacrifice. Why do we try to love our 
neighbor as ourselves? Because in its practice alone is peace and power. 
There is no greater mistake than to suppose that peace or power will come 
to us if we become imbued with the spirit of the world.” 

Continuing, he said that gold was the god of this world, and because 
money was recognized as a power men tampered with legislatures and 
governments with it. The world was bowing down to the golden calf, 
but the Saints should look to the power of love. A people could not be 
controlled without love and confidence, even as a father could not control 
a son without them. Confucius had said that three things essential to the 
perpetuation of a stable government were an army, a well-fed people and 
confidence in their rulers; that the first could be dispensed with if 
necessary, the second also, since it was ordained that all had to die, but 
that if a nation lost confidence in its rulers that nation would perish. 
Confidence was being lost in the government of this country, as was 
evidenced by the growth of anarchism, nihilism and other societies, and 
this was something that the Church should forever prevent as far as lay 
in its power. He had done business in Cache valley for ten years and 
never asked a bond nor a mortage, but trusted to honor and had never 
lost a cent. He hoped that a change for the better would be instituted in 
our dealings one with the other, and that the Saints would follow their file 
leaders as they followed Christ. 

ELDER SEYMOUR B. YOUNG 
spoke on the subject of the redemption of the dead on the same lines as 
those followed by Elder A. H. Cannon, and he rejoiced exceedingly that 
the Saints had a prophet and revelator who gave them the word of God. 
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He bore testimony to the truth of the work and the purity of the Gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
ELDER F. D. RICHARDS 
added his testimony to the truth of the words already spoken, and said 
that this was the beginning of the restoration of that which was lost by 
ancient Israel. He urged the people to be more diligent in tracing their 
genealogy and performing the duties devolving upon them in behalf of 
the dead. If they only could see through the veil, a world of anxiety 
would appear because of the desire the spirits in prison had for the hour 
of their release to come, and the Saints ought not to shut their eyes to the 
importance of this great work. Though there were many difficulties in 
the way at times, everything pertaining to the work of the Lord opens up 
continuously as the ear of corn does until it is filled with ripeness. In 
conclusion he called upon the Saints to cherish every virtue that attaches 
to the family, the Church and the State, that all may be steadfast in the 
principles of government and prepared to act in time of need. 
Oh, say what is truth, ’tis the fairest gem 
That the riches of worlds can produce, 
was sung by the congregation, and benediction was pronounced by Elder 
B. H. Roberts. |

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


Sixty-five pickpockects were arrested on Easter Monday in Paris. Of these, 25 were 
Italians, 10 Frenchmen, 18 Germans, 9 Swiss, and 3 Swedes. 

The French painter, Rosa Bonheur, has Leen appointed an officer in the Legion of 
Honor. This is the first time a woman has attained the dignity of holding so high a 
degree in this famous Order. 

Three years ago the wife of the Shah of Persia had a cataract growing over each eye and 
had to undergo an operation in Vienna. Now the next oldest son of the Shah, Prince Zil 
El-Sultan, is also suffering with cataract and Professor Galaznowski in Paris has 
received a telegram calling him to the Persian Court. The Shah has promised him a fee 
of ten thousand pounds. 


Abdur Rahman, the Emir of Afghanistan, has presented the sanctuary in the Persian 
city Medschid with a very rare and beautiful copy of the Koran. This Koran is written 
on parchment by a celebrated Marabout who was greatly honored on account of his 
sanctity; it lies in a case made of gold and silver. The material value of the book is 
estimated at twenty-five thousand pounds sterling. 

A royal decree, countersigned by the Greek Minister of the interior, has been issued 
declaring the contractors of the Pirzus-Larissa railway to have forfeited all the rights 
granted by the concession for the eonstruction of the line. The caution money of £80,000 
deposited with the government, together with all the works as far as completed, the plant, 
&c., are consequently pronounced to be the property of the state. 

Turkish papers publish the following: ‘His Imperial Highness, Prince Burhameddin 
Effendi, the second son of Sultan Abdul Hamid, who has displayed much talent in his 
musical studies, has composed a march which, by the order of his royal father, is being 
played by the marine music-bands. The leaders of the different brass bands in the 
Turkish marine have sent the Sultan letters of acknowledgement and declare that they 


feel exceedingly proud of having a composition of a prince’placed_on their repertoires.”

THE LAST CONFERENCE. 


Tue Sixty-fourth Annual Conference of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints is ended. In this issue appéars the conclusion of the 
report of this interesting meeting of the Saints which lasted three days. 

A year ago the Great Salt Lake Temple was dedicated. Forty years of 
almost unceasing labor was rewarded with the completion and the dedi- 
cation to the Most High of this sacred building. That was a time of re- 
joicing. Every heart was made glad by the announcement of the servants 
of God that the Lord had accepted of His house, and every Latter-day 
Saint who had the privilege of visiting this house, and did so with a pure 
heart, was made to feel the presence of that power which has sustained 
the Saints through all past troubles and difficulties. The Lord, pleased 
with the faithfulness of His children, in His infinite mercy forgave them 
their sins and transgressions on condition of true repentance—bringing 
to their Heavenly Father a broken heart and a contrite spirit. 

A year has passed since then. The Saints, in common with the rest of 
the world, have suffered somewhat from the effects of the stringent times 
and the panic even now prevailing in business circles, but the Lord has 
blessed them, so that with the knowledge obtained through early toil and 
former hardships they have succeeded in protecting themselves. The 
Lord has blessed their efforts and the Saints have come out of the struggle 
comparatively untouched by the blasting influences that have destroyed 
the peace and quiet of other parts of the world—victors once more. 

The financial struggle of the past year has been full of good results to 
them. It has rekindled the flame of love that should burn in the heart 
of every Latter-day Saint for his brother or his sister. It has served to 
unite them where the interests of the world had in some measure drawn 
them apart. From the temple of God they went forth with new thoughts, 
new desires and new life, humble and repentant, forgiven and forgiving. 
The Elders who were called to go into the world and preach the Gospel 
departed from their homes imbued with this same spirit and imparted 
it to the missionary field. The year thus ended, so disastrous to thousands 
and millions of people, has been fraught with blessings to the Latter-day 
Saints. 

Their hearts full of the recognition of the mercy of God, the Saints 
attended in body the recent Conference. There they received the spirit- 
ual word accompanied with power from on High, for they were humbly 
seeking for new power and new strength. On the last day of the Con- 
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ference they were especially rewarded. Their beloved President, Wilford 
Woodruff, now in his eighty-eighth year, addressed them and gave unto 
them the mind and will of the Lord on a subject of the most vital im- 
portance—the law of adoption. He told them in words of eloquent sim- 
plicity that to their cries, to their pleadings before the Lord, he owed his 
life; that had they nut clung to him and by their united faith expressed 
their desires, he would now have been in the spirit land. How long he 
should be permitted to remain here he knew not, but his desires were that 
the brief span yet remaining should be devoted to the work of the Lord. 

He briefly outlined the great work accomplished by the Prophet Joseph 
during the fifteen years in which he held the Priesthood, wondering as we 
do at the capacity of a man who in so brief a time could perform such a 
labor. Necessarily all that should be revealed could not have been re- 
vealed during so short a time, neither could the people have been pre- 
pared for it. Now, however, by the power of God, Brother Woodruff was 
prepared to give His word on the law of sealing and adoption, something 
for which the Saints had yearned for many years. It was a revelation, 
and it must have stirred the hearts of the hearers with indescribable 
emotion. Other leaders of the church bore testimony by the Spirit of 
God that Brother Woodruffs words were true. Thus one short year 
brought further joy to the Latter-day Saints. 

The House of the Lord being completed He has given to the Saints a 
portion of the light which they had hitherto sought in vain. Now the 
households of all true Latter-day Saints will be filled with joy. They can 
now see clearer the possibility of the heart of the fathers being turned to 
the children “and the heart of the children to their fathers,” connecting 
the chain of their lineage, link by link, as far as their diligence and re- 
search shall carry them. They will then seek to patiently await the word 
of the Lord revealing to them the secrets yet hidden, that the work may 
be perfected. 

Those who have not tasted of the Spirit of God and the blessings that 
follow the Gospel cannot enter into, or in the least degree appreciate, the 
joy of the Latter-day Saints in the knowledge thus brought them that the 
Lord has accepted of His house, has forgiven His people and is now giving 
them light that will turn their thoughts and efforts to the sacred work 
that must necessarily be performed before the Lord will commence to cut 
His work short in righteousness. Only those who have been partakers of 
this joy know of its sweetness. How the Saints must have been thrilled 
under the voice of inspiration! Even the printed word conveys much of 
the spirit that attended its utterance. The Saints of this land will doubt- 
less receive much happiness in reading Brother Woodruffs sermon which 
will appear in our next issue. May they read it in the Spirit it was given 
and have joy! J. V. B. 


A FRESH propaganda of Buddhism is being undertaken in Paris. It is 
asserted that 30,000 Parisians now profess the ancient religion. Many 
well-known women describe themselves as eclectic Buddhists. A little 
volume gives a summary of the doctrines of the new creed. It has just 
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been printed, and large numbers have been bought by wealthy neophytes 
and will be distributed among all classes. The converts are not expected 
to desert the churches of which they are members. The copies of the book 
have been bound in black morocco, gilded to resemble prayer books.

Though the Savior, who had all power, 
would not thus yield to Satan, a woman has been found foolhardy enough 
to tempt the power of God, as may be seen from the following notice in an 
American exchange: “Mrs. William Seidentopf has died from the effects 
of a dose of poison, which she spread on a piece of bread and then delib- 
erately ate. Mrs. Seidentopf was a Christian science believer, and it is 
thought that she ate the poison to prove her faith. Even after the agony 
resultant from the action of the poison had begun, she refused to allow a 
doctor to be called and was beyond hope of saving when one was sum- 
moned.”

FROM VARIOUS MISSIONARY FIELDS. 


PRESIDENT NeEpur L. Morris, of the London Conference, writes as follows 
from Abingdon under date of April 21:— 


“T came out here a week ago by invitation of the brethren, Elders J. D. 
Owen and A. J. Seare, as much interest had been created by their labors 
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and I desired to assist in meeting the infamous allegations of Jarman’s 
disciple, one Charles, alias James, Shailor. Before he came the town had 
been tracted and Elder Seare’s old acquaintances had been visited and 
former friendships renewed. Two years ago the two notorious scandal- 
izers named asserted that Elder Seare and family could never return, 
and so on, but his being here at present hardly agrees with Shailor’s 
assertions. As a result of this acquaintanceship the Elders by their 
energetic labors have won almost the universal respect of the good 
towns-people and their meetings were always orderly and well attended. 
Frequently we have spoken to audiences containing from 300 to 800 
attentive listeners. Shailor, however, was sent for and his meeting was 
advertised for last Sunday [April 15] at 2:30 p.m., at the Market Place. He 
had sent word ahead that if he spoke to the Abingdon people, in ‘fifteen 
minutes’ time he would have the ‘Mormon’ Elders run out of town. His 
meeting commenced. He had a mercenary confederate that held up a 
horrid picture of a woman being decapitated by a ‘Mormon priest’ in the 
sight of her husband and children. Ina really child-like manner he recited 
one or two stories he had studiously learned from Jarman’s atrocious 
work, ‘Hell upon Earth.’ There was a crowd of about 2,000 out to see 
the prodigy and they listened for about ‘fifteen minutes,’ when his feeble 
voice was drowned in hisses. Scraps of orange peel, rotten lemons, and 
other offensive articles were thrown by some disorderly persons at the 
two pitiable objects beneath the awful painting. Presently the vast 
throng began swaying back and forth and a rush upon the speaker put a 
sudden end to his harangue. The crowd forced him from his position and 
carried him off in a most uncomfortable manner. He found safety by 
entering a hotel door. That night we held forth to a large attendance of 
about 1,000. It was raining at the time, but we were beneath the town 
hall, which is elevated upon large stone pillars. On Monday and Tuesday 
evenings we held large, orderly meetings, and to assist the officers in 
maintaining the peace we engaged the Corn Exchange for Friday and 
Sunday evenings. On Wednesday evening Mr. Shailor held forth again, 
but this time just in front of the door that afforded him a means of escape 
from the indignant throng on his first appearance. He spoke to a large 
crowd in the same mournful, irresponsible strain; and after announcing 
that on the following evening he would address ‘adults only’ in the Tem- 
perance Hall, was saved the trouble of stepping down off his box by some 
rude fellow deliberately shoving him from behind, sending him sprawling 
on the ground below. Confusion followed. He scrambled into the ‘same 
door,’ and slowly the crowd disappeared. The next night he held his 
meeting, which was well attended, but the crowd made him appear very 
ridiculous by asking questions which he refused to answer. The following 
night we held forth in the Corn Exchange to a very attentive audience of 
at least 600, who greeted with applause the truthful refutation of his un- 
founded accusations. It is wonderful to witness the change of feeling 
towards the Cause here. It is mostly due to the honorable bearing of ‘the 
Saints that have lived here and the intelligent and zealous way in which 
the Elders have taught our principles. Elder Seare’s family were very 
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highly respected citizens here years ago, and after their departure to Utah 
the respect well nigh turned to reverence and the influence of this very 
honorable family has given our Elders and their teachings great prestige. 
The Lord has wonderfully opened the hearts of the good people here and 
many are honestly and intelligently investigating ‘Mormonism’; and 
possibly ‘some good may come out of Mormondom,’ as it did out of Nazareth 
in times past.” 

Under date of April 24 President Morris adds the following: “On Sun- 
day, April 22, according to arrangements, we went out to an adjoining 
settlement and held a meeting. Just before our arrival there Shailor 
dismissed a meeting at which he had filled his listeners with anti-‘Mor- 
mon’ ideas, as well as hatred and whisky. We commenced our meeting 
on the Green and had an attendance of between 200 and 300. For about 
forty minutes we preached on the first principles of the Gospel, being con- 
tinually interrupted by insolent remarks which showed a strong antago- 
nistic feeling. Shailor having been in the crowd most of the time, 
frequently having a quiet word or two with his confederates, at this 
juncture commenced to hold forth in opposition on the margin of our 
audience. That was the signal for confusion and after repeated attempts © 
and appeals to the crowd, a few ‘hear! hear!’ were drowned in a babel of 
noises by a gang of prejudiced topers. Some respectable listeners besides 
those who followed us from Abingdon were disappointed by the ill-mannered 
interruption, but confusion reigned. We listened to his harangue for 
some time and when questioned he always avoided any point. True to his 
nature, he very cowardly ‘backed out’ when pinned. We finally succeeded 
in getting the attention of the people and then made a fair and final 
proposition. ‘Which testimony would you accept,’ was the question, “that 
of men such as London editors, M.P’s., Church of England ministers, a 
captain of the British army (evidence being produced from each), men 
who have lived among the ‘Mormons’ and are entirely disinterested, or 
the testimony of this fellow who has never left English soil and has been 
informed by an apostate ‘Mormon’? To this an ignoramus replied: ‘Him 
that’s never been there,’ and a large part of the crowd seemed to acquiesce. 
We then concluded that it would be unwise to talk to men without reason, 
and so retired. We returned to Abingdon and in the evening held a 
splendid meeting in the Corn Exchange, at which we had about 400 
interested listeners.” 

Elders Alma Johnson and H. J. Smith write from Leicester, in the 
Nottingham Conference, under date of April 12, about their labors. Their 
meetings are becoming better attended and a spirit of investigation seems 
growing among the people. The brethren have commenced open-air 
meetings at which they were opposed by members of the Josephite church, 
who had a wonder to show unto the people in the shape of a man who had 
“escaped through the holes,” whatever that meant. The Elders testified 
that the utmost liberty prevailed in Utah to come and go and showed 
that a spirit of hatred characterized many professed Christians instead of 
the fruits of the spirit which were “love, joy, peace, long-suffering, gentle- 
ness.” They preached the Gospel, distributed tracts and left behind them 
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a good impression. Elder Smith relates an incident to show how friend- 
ship may be established by wisdom and discretion. In tracting one day 
he offered a tract at a house where the man refused to take it. “Why 
not?” asked Elder Smith. “Don’t believe in it,” was the answer. “Why 
not?” He did not know. The Elder began to reason with him, but on 
learning he was a “Mormon” the man exclaimed, “I am further away than 
ever, now.” But the Elder continued speaking on the principle under 
discussion. “Have you had tea?” queried the man. “No,” was the reply. 
After tea Elder Smith left five different tracts with him, which were grate- 
fully accepted. 

Elder Farnsworth writes from Shipley, in the Leeds Conference, under 
date of April 17, that he and Elder Houtz have begun holding out-door 
meetings and have good attendances without any interruptions. Several 
baptisms will shortly occur at Bradford. 


A NEW RELIGION. 


A NEW religious movement, and, if reports are true, the most peculiar of 
the many offshoots of the main Christian bodies, has recently been started 
in St. Louis. A paper published in that place gives an interesting account 
of the aims of its promoters as well as the means they propose to employ. 

The name is the World’s Missionary Association, and it is formed for the 
purpose of offering salvation to every soul in every land. The members 
preach holiness and social purity, the necessity of recognizing the influ- 
ence of the Holy Ghost, healing by faith, the tithing system, the equality 
of the sexes as to ordination for ecclesiastical offices and the duty to 
preach without salary. 

This last point is one which is attracting much attention. The presi- 
dent of the association, Mr. C. 8. Hanley, says ministers should Jive only 
on what voluntary contributions they can receive. If they are hungry or 
need clothing, they ought to have faith enough to present the matter to 
the Almighty in prayer, and they shall obtain what they absolutely need. 
But in order to be in a position to pray with perfect confidence their 
needs must be reduced toa minimum. All sorts of ornaments are super- 
fluous and cannot be the subject of prayers. What he calls “Apostolic 
simplicity” must be the rule in everything. Their separation from the 
world must include such things as intemperance, the use of tobacco, the 
wearing of gold, pearls and all sorts of jewelry, as well as clothes made 
of costly material. Church sociables, theatres, concerts, corsets, bangs, 
feathers, ruffles, lace, plug hats, mustaches and fancy hair dressing are 
especially and severely condemned. 

The founder of this association was formerly a Free Methodist clergy- 
man, but his aggressive doctrines rendered him distasteful to the church 
and he parted company with his associates, as General Booth had to do 
when the Salvation Army was inaugurated. It numbers at present only 
thirty members in St. Louis, but has branches in a few other places. They 
are fond of referring to it as the Pentecostal movement, _—— for 
it world-wide success.

UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 

An eight-year-old daughter of Martin Fink of Providence, Cache County, while 
teetering” with another little girl, fell from the board and dislocated her elbow. 

Scott Jensen, the twelve-year-old son of Mr. and Mra. J. M. Jensen, of Brigham City, 
while he was out on Plymouth flat, ate some wild onions which proved to be poisonous. 
He suffered intensely, and for a time it was thought he would die, but he is now out of 
danger, 

On March 27, Cyrus Mangum, Jr., of Pahreah, was working on a water ditch with his 
father and others when a portion of the bank fell in and a large rock fell of him, killing 
him instantly. Deceased was a son of Cyrus Mangum and Unity Alexander Mangum 
and was 14 years of age. 

On Sunday, April 8, Brigham Langton, a young man seventeen years of age, was out 
on a shooting trip, in company with a friend, around Hot Springs Lake. When near the 
copper plant he drew his gun toward him by the muzzle end, and it went off. The 
result was a large hole in his leg. 

Salt Lake City has for the first time in its history had an anarchist scare. A bomb 
was discovered near the foundation of Commercial Block, March 28, and various theories 
prevail as to how it got there and the intentions of those who placed it there. The bomb 
was charged and a fuse attached. 


On March 29 a young man named Moser of Logan, was badly hurt in Logan Canyon. 
He was dragging some timber down a steep hill when his horse slipped and fell, knocking 
the young man down. His left ear was partially severed from the head, and he also sus- 
tained several severe scalp wounds, 


Charles Stevenson, a young man from Salt Lake City, who is attending the Agricul- 
tural College at Logan, while in the gymnasium having a friendly sparring match with 
another student, endeavored to make a sudden turn. One foot caught the other and 
he was thrown violently to the floor. Both bones of the forearm were broken. 


The First Church at Galesburg, Illinois, U.S. A., was packed on the night of March 
27, the occasion being the annual oratorical contest by students of Knox College. The 
orations were all of unusual merit. The first prize was awarded to Otto A. Hauerbach 
of Salt Lake City, Utah, whose subject was ‘‘The Hero of Compromise.” Hauerbach 
will represent Knox at the inter-collegiate contest next fall. 

A six-year-old daughter of E. Smithin, Salt Lake City, was playing in the street with 
a number of youthful companions about a bonfire, April 5. It appears that she stepped 
too close to the flames and her clothes were ignited. The flames shot upward and were 
fanned into a big blaze as the unfortunate little girl started for home. On her arrival 
there an older sister seized hold of her and immersed her in a tub of water. She died 
from her injuries. 

On April 13, little Percy McKay of Huntsville, Weber County, while leading a horse 
to water, was dragged to death. As the horse was drinking, the boy had tied the rope 
about his body and the animal, becoming frightened at a dog, dashed up the street at full 
speed, kicking the boy at nearly every jump. Finally the rope broke and left the lad in 
the street. All that was possible to do was done for his relief, but in vain. The child died 
in a few minutes. 

The concentrating plant and hoisting works at Frisco were completely destroyed by fire, 
April 4 The loss is estimated at $90,000 and no insurance was carried. Duéing the 
progress of the conflagration the timbering of the main shaft was ignited and burned down 
to a depth at present unknown. Two miners narrowly escaped with their lives. All of 
the men were hoisted from the mine but six, and they were obliged to scale the ladders 
from the 700 foot level through the air shaft.
